John Major's strategy of leav- 
ing open the issue of a single 
cununcy has been vindi^ied by 
confidential new poll fiodis^ 
which show that voters are in 
two minds about European 
monetary unioo. 

The research shows that 
while 71 per cent would vote 
against joining monetary union 
in a referendum now, 69 per 
cent would consider the possi- 
bility of joining later if the is- 
sue were left open. 

The poll will bring some 
comfort to the Tory high ooni- 
mand in the wake of last mghfs 
hea>'y losses in the local elec- 
tions. it shows a large majoiity 
of voters wunt to retain the pos- 
sibility of joining a sin^e cur- 
re^ some droe in the future.

The controversial sale of British 
Coal's pits to jRJB Mining, the 
company controlled by entre- 
preneur Richard Budge, in 
1994, cost the taiqp^rJEMm in 
advisers' fees, according to an 
offidal report published today. 

Of that tot^ says the Na- 
tional Audit Office study, the 
bulk went to just three City 
firms. Rothsemds, the mer- 
chant bank, was paid £9.1ra; 
Clifford Chance, the law firm, 
picked up £12.7m and Ibuche 
Ross, tiie accountants, recrived 
£43m. Dewe Rogerson, the 
pubBc relations ageiKy, was 
paid £320,000. 

The sale provoked an outcry 
for two main reasons. At the 
same time as the deal was be- 
ing struck. Mr Budge was being 
investigated by another branch 
of government to see if he 
should be disq^ualfficd as a di- 
rector over his involvement in 
another business venture. 

Lord )Abkeham. the minister 
responsible for appointing 
Rothschilds, also caused a 
furore ^en he joined the bank 
after leaNdng the Government 

On the row over Mr Budge, 
the NAO found that Depart- 
ment of liade and Indust^ of- 
ficiab talking to him about 
selling the pits had no idea he 
was also being looked at by the 
DTTs losoNeocy Service. In the 
end, th^ decided not to apply 
for his disqualification but says 
the NAO, “any such aj^Tlication 
could have had a significant im- 
pact on RJB Mining's bid".

The huspilal’s Hvin Research 
Unit, set up in 1992, has at- 
tempted to explain the role of

ple bom from the same egg. 

Wise to the commercial pos- 
sibilities of the project, which 
could help thousands, a private 
firm.

CeminL and Dr Tim Spector,

disorders. A “pill in a bottle" 
cure may be many years awiqr, 
says Dr Spector, but his finding 
have already helped establish a 
link between osteoporosis - a

£750m a year - and an individ- 
ual's abiliw to absorb vitamin D. 

While this aspect of the pro- 
ject has already paid dividends, 
Dr Speaor admits no new light 
has ^en shed on the phenom- 
enon of twinning itself.

The report is also likely to 
say that time devoted to read- 
ing is not ahv^ used to good 
effect 

Last night the three author- 


ities said the final versioa of the 
report had been altered and that 
an earlier draft had more praise 
for the work of teadiets. A para- 
graph empbasisiiig the exc(^ 
tional demands made on 
teachers by pupils from de- 
prived backgrounds and with 
special needs appeared to have 
been deleted, they said. One 
sentence which bad said that 
two-tiuFcfe of lessons were sat- 
isTacloiy had been altered to say 
that one-third was unsatisfac- 
toiy. .

Hague ur^s councils to

The report’s authors are will- 
ing to take another look at 
(heir 300-page documentto 
and nmiQvc ai^ hindrance to its 
publication. John J filings, the 
locmer director of social services 
in Derbyshire, who chaired the 
inquiry panel, said yesterday: “1 


have written to the coundl say- 
ing I would be hapjpy to try and 
assist with the pubbcaium of the 
report and imated them to con- 
tact me. Ibd^ 1 have bad some 
preliminaiy contact, and 1 can 
say no more than that” 

Qwyd G 3 imiy Counefl. Miich 
commissioned the report and 
who decided in March not to 
publish it, de^ite two years of 
work by three leading roecial- 
ists in child care, cea^ to ex- 
ist after local government 
reo^anisation on 1 AprQ. 

Four of the successor au- 
thorities have now been told ^ 
Mr Hague to find a w^ of jHib- 
lishii^ the r^ort which itself 
calls for a Jurudal inquiry into 
the events at children a homes 
in Wales which led to Britain’s 
biggest child abuse police in- 
quiry. fix hft letter yesterday, he 
said: “I think it is essential that 
every effort is made by the lo- 


cal authorities to produce aver- 
sioQ of this rerort that can be 
published, and soon. 

“I kx)k forward to hearing the 
outcome of your initial delib- 
erations and in particular, the 
detaift of your tiinetabte for ren- 
deriog the report publisfaaUe.” 

The report reveals in detail 
what went on in homes over a 
21 year period, looks at die 
of abuse that occuned, who car- 
ried it out. and criticises the role 
of the Welsh Office and other 
agencies. 

The report’s summing up 
sa^ “It is dear that in a sig- 
nificant number of cases the 
lives of young people Mio have 
been through me cate qistem in 
Clayd have been sev^y dis- 
nqited and disturbed. At least 
12 young people are dead. 

"These issues are of funda- 
mental importance and we re- 
gard it as unperative that th^ 


are addressed in the full view of 
public sGiutiiqr. Wh consider that 
a public judidal inquiry . . . 
should be initiated.” 

One of the reasons for not 
publishing it was the belief that 
ft might contain libds against in- 
dividuals. 'Wsfrh Office lanyera 
have been dosely gramming jt 
over foe past two weeks. 

Labour’s spokesman on • 
health in Whies, Rhodri Mor- 
gan, said: ‘The rqxut fflustbe 
published but we also must not 
lose sight of its main recom- 
mendation, that there is an ur- 
gent need for a full judftnal 
inquiry.”

Ministers are to be held re- 
sponsible for checkiiig all Eu- 
ropean legislation to cut down 
red tape on business and char- 
ities, under dere^ation mea- 
sures annouiuted yesterday by 
the Cabinet Office.

The guidance to an 'Whitehall 
departmeots says 4 iew laws most 
b^ecessaty, aimed at the 
target, and in proportion to the 
problem.

“He did not impress me as a 
witness in whom 1 could feel 100 
per cent confidence.” 

Afterwards Mr Allason, 44, 
who writes under the name 
Nigel West, said be was disap- 
pointed at the verdict but 
pleased the j’udge had found 
malice and falsehood in the ar- 
ricie and hinted he may appeal. 
“This may not be the end of the 
story by a long <±aUc,” he said.

BM A s^s no tests for mass killers

&itain*s doctors have called for 
stricter firearms controls but 
have warned that medical and 
p^hiatric mats on gun licence

The Medical Associ- 
ation has told a pariiamentaiy 
commitlce investigating fire- 
arms lai^ th^ such crimes can- 
not be predicted and doctors do 
not want to be mvolved in test- 
ing would-be gun owners. 

“It is not possible from a 
medical viewpoint to assist m 
any reUable way with tiie pre- 
<ficiicm of those positrvety safe 
with firearms nor those wto are 
unsafe,** said Aim- 

stiong, secrebry of the BMA, 
m a letter to tim Ifouse of Coin- 


mons Select Committee on 
Home Affairs 
The committee is investigat- 
ing firearms laws in the wake of 
the massacre in Dunblane, in 
the Central regioa. in ^^rch 
when 16 chiltfren and their

There have been suggestions 
that doctors should be i^uired 
to a the past medical and 
p^hiatric hstoiy of gun cer- 
ti&ate applicants 
The published its evi- 
dence to the committee yes- 
terday lour days after the 
sJau^ter (tf 35 people bv a gun- 
man in Port Aithor in the Aus- 
tralian state oflksmania again 
raised the issue of firearms 
ccmtrols. 

After consultmg BMA mem- 
bers Dr Annstrong told the 
ounmictee that tests fay doctors 


would not prevent such 
tragedies happening and “we 
would be ve^ reluctant to see 
the issue of any such certificate 
made dependent on a single 
medical report”. 

He add^ “We would par- 
tkvlariy resist any suggestions 
that a GP should be the sole 
medical referee for an applira- 
tioQ for a certificate permitting 
the poss^on of handguns or 
automatic or semi-automatic 
weapons. Even a specialist psy- 
chiatric mental state examma- 
lion resulting in a ‘normal' 
report wOl not obviate the pos- 
sible fixture development of 
^mptoms. 

‘Tast history may give dues 
fo fijture illness and pest violezu 
behaviour Is considered the 
best predictor of future violent 
behaviour, but only a liny 


minority of patients with diag- 
nosed p^hiatric illness are 
dangerous and we suqiect that 
most violent offences involving 
firearms are carried out by 
peopley^ are not mentally 01.” 

He went on: “The BMA rec- 
ommends that the Govenusent 
considers fuilher tightening of 
the regulations on the types of 
firearms legally available m this 
country." 

The BMA is worried both 
that individual dociors could be 
blamed for approving certifi- 
cates for gun owners mo later 
commit murder and that the 
debate about how to preyent 
mass killing risks stigmatiring 
the mentaity ill. 

Dr Annsbong said yesterday: 
“We are really rmher ooocerned 
with the suggestion that these 
extraordinary and tra^c events 


have something to do with men- 
tal illness . . . There is an un- 
fortunate possibility that if we 
let this drift that the public will 
come to associate meatal illness 
with a rather mediaeval notion 
of danger.” 

The BMA also issued guide- 
lines on the uansplant of ani- 
mal organs into humans 
yesterday. It said that such 
operations should only be car- 
riti^ out when (here was a rea- 
sonable chance of success and 
that preference should be giv- 
en to using human organs 
where possible. 

There should be a supervisory 
bc^ monitoring such cases, it 
said, patients ^ould be told 
about the risks and allowed to 
refuse transplants from ani- 
mals and children should not be 
involved in the eaity trials.

An industrial tribunal was told 
J^erday ihal a lesbian couple 
bad been unfaiilydiscrireinated 
ag^t by British Rail in being 
refused travel concessions. 

In what is being seen as a 
landmark case Usa Grant, 28. 
a Southampton Central station 
booking clerk, is claiming her 
partner, Jill Percey, 36, is end- 
ued to the same travel benefits 
^ are given to the partners of 
heterosexuals. 

Cherie Booth C3C, wife of the 

Labour leader, Tony mair, told 
the tribunal at Southampton 
th^ it was a novel and inter- 
esting case brou^t on two 
bases, one under the Equal 
Pay Act and the other under 
European law. 

She ^ that the “fine words” 
of Mtish Rail's equal oppor- 
tunities policy had not come up 
to scratch in practice. 

The case was about the trav- 
el concessions policy for em- 
ployees of Britiw Rail as it was 
then, and now South West 
Trams Limited. 

Ms Booth said the travel 
concession privflege was given 
in reflect of long-tenn partneis 
in stwie relationships, which 
was taken to mean relatioaships 
of two yean or more. It was a 
benefit which was of consider- 
able worth and could amount to 
a great saving in cash. 

The benefit applied to part- 
ners of the opp^te sex. Ms 
Booth said. 

“What happened in (his case 
was the appUcant applied for a 
travel concession for Jillian 
Percey." she said. Ms Grant de- 
clared she lived with Ms Peicey, 
described as her common law 
spouse, and had done for two 
years or more. 

Ms Booth said hfe Grant 
contrasted her position with 
that of a male emplc^, Mr 
Potter, who had a common law 
spouse and bad been granted 
travel facilities for her. 

The OC referred to British 
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Lisa Grant (above) and Jill

"Obvious^ difieFent views are 
possible about whether it 
should do so but at present it 
does not," he said. 

Mr Underhill said his sub^ 
mission had alreai^ bem de- 
cided in his favour tw the 
Employment Appeal InbunaJ 
and by the Court <» Appeal and 
the tribunal was bound by those 
decisioas. 

He told the tribunal: "You 
should not be tempted to at- 
tempt to fill gaps in the legis- 
lation vtindi are deaify political 
questions.

& mondis still remain before 
election Day on November 5, 
time enoti^ for the economy.

m^or US parties so swiftly and 
completely reversed. 

In the spring of 1995, Re- 
publican and Democratic pun- 
dits alike were pr^aiming a 
secular change in national pol- 
itics, and a South reluming to 
the Republican fold after more 
than a century, that would vir- 
tually guarantee the party a lock 
on power for decades. Ibdty the 
calculation is very different and 
increasmi^ desperate: how to 
prevent the loss of just 19 seats 
that would hand the House of 
Representatives back to the 
Democrats. 

For the moment at least, 
that taaic looks nugfaty hard. The 
pitfolem is a wdous drde vdiich 
the party shows no sign of 
breaiaag: an onpc^ular. Re- 
publican Congress, saddled with 
an im^ of extremism and in- 
tolerance, drags down Mr Dole 
- whose own shortcomings as 
campaigner and projector of a 
clear-cut message cast a p^or 
on the p rospects of R^niblican 
Congr^men and Senators 
themselves nmouig for reclec- 
tion. In voting preferences for 
the 435 House races, the Re- 
ptfolicans now trail Democrats 
nationally by seven points. 

The man in the trickiest po- 
sition is Mr Dole. Far from his 
runaway victory in the pri- 
maries serving as a springboard,

Some sanguine Republicans 
point to the 19 TOint advantage 
which Michael Dukaldsbrie^ 
enjoyed over George Bu^ in 
tiie summer of 1988 before be- 
ing soundly defeated that No- 
vember. What they do not 
mention however is that Mi 
Bush was facing one of tiie 
poorest campaigners of recent 
times.

The r^ult has been crying 
panic, verging on open rebel- 
lion. Emerging briefly from a 
self-imposed political purdah 
last week, Mr Gingrkb pro- 
nounced the party to be “in a 



funk." A recent TV mtervi^ by 
Mr £>olc was described tw ihe 
Republican columnist Bob No- 
vak as the “worst dngle tele\i- 
sion interview" by a telcviston 
candidate in 20 years, reflecting 
“disorganisation, lack of disci- 
pline and failure to articulate a 
coherent message." 

But how is Mr Dole to put 
that li^ht ? Step down as 
ate majority leader, say some, 
and get out into the country to 
project a vision for the country, 
shedding the rnantie of dour leg- 
islator unable to look beyond 
the fine print of a legislative 
amendmenL But that overkxiks 
two uncomfortable realities, 
say those who want Mr Dole lo 
stay put here: For a man who 
is a wretched campaigner, the 
Senate floor is a better theatre 
- and the ei^fxjsure is free. .Af- 
ter an especially expen.sK'e pri- 
mary season. Mr Dole has no

The French are

The 
GauUists' coalition partners, 
the UDF, have just elected a 
new leader and have troubles 
cnoi^ without worrying unduly 
about a president with six more 
years of his term to run. Hie de 
facto opposition leader and de- 
feated pTcsidenda] candidate, 
Lionel Jospin, snipes from die 
sidelines about Mr Chirac’s 
broken eleclion promises, but 
has produced no convincing 
alternative platfcmo. 

On the streets, the view is less 

divided along party Ihes and 
more uniform, but it contains 
one big and adding contradict 
tion. One year on, people tend 
io like Mr Chirac, but they are 
disappointed with what he has 
actually done.

He 
brought Ranee back into the 
leading stiuiiures of Nato with- 
out being condemned for be- 
traying GauUism. 

Fuitber afield, he worked to 
restore "^>edal relations” with 
the Francophone world and 


other traditional areas of 
Fren^ influence. 

Altogether. Jacques Chirac 
emerges from his first year as 
a very old-fashioned sort of 
Frendi president: an embodi- 
ment 01 French interests and 
style abroad: an aspiring advo- 
cate for ’’the people" at home. 

Silent during (he labour un- 
rest of the winter, he did not 
publicly support the govern- 
ment’s tou^ line and he kept 
channels open to the unions aM 
strikers. A recent attack on 1^- 
permarkcls as the ^urge of 
Bnch icKvns was applaud^ be- 
cause all French shoppers imag- 
ine themselves patronising 
small shops - even as they set 
off to the hypermarket. 

Other concerns - (ike bal- 
ancing the budget, meeting the 
Maastricht criteria, malting the 
welfare ^em solvent - are left 
increasingly to the government 
Mr Chirac can then u^e from 
the sidelines; don't raise taxes, 
don't ration healthcare, don't let 
small traders go out of business. 

His one looming problem is 
that if his own popularity con- 
tinues to be bought at the cost 
of his government's unpopu- 
lari^, the right could lose its 
parUarDCDtaiy majority in two 
years’ time - and wm it the right 
to govern.

Yeltsin 
softens

Boris Yeltsin is planning to see 
first-hand Uie small rebellious 
republic that has 
done so much damage to his 
credibility and prospects for 
re-election.

L Don’t Do What Graham Ihylor 
DkL. 

... and wear, whOepadiig the touch- 
line, a tracksuit apparently several 
sizes too small for you. The way the 
garish nylon fabric of The Turnip's 
outfit failed to disguise his ill-di^- 
plined contours was an irresislible 
metaphor for England under his 
tutelage: a nation brought low by 
inadequate tailoring. As a role 
model for Hoddie, Taylor offers so 
many lessons. He can learn all he 
needs to know about his new job by 
studying whatever Taylor did and 
doing the opposite. 

Taylor was so far out of his depth 
he needed an aqualu^ It was a tale 
of corni-tragic humiliation, punctu- 
ated by pat philosophising and inar- 
ticulate rages.

Not that Hoddie would ever con- 
template allowing flys anywhere 
near his wall. Contemjptuous at best 
in his dealing with the media, the 
new Englaodr manager is capable of 
fleering a reporter's note book at 40 
paces. Co^ chats and indiscreet 
briefings are not his way, the media 
will be kept at arm's length.

... and allow senior players in on 
tactics. Hoddie, in his shrewd cor- 
ralling of Ruud Gullit's nous at 
Chelsea, has already proved pre- 
pared to listen.

I t hardly even counts as news: “Courts 
overrule Howard - again.” We have 
heard this story so many times before. 
Rarely a month passes without Michael 
How^ the Home Secretary bein| found 
by the judiciary to have abused his pow- 
ers. In March the immigration told 
him be couldn’t exile the Saudi dissident 
Al-Mass'ari to Dominica. In February, the 
European Court of Human Rights said 
independent review boards - and not the 
Home Secrcla^- should decide whether 
a young killer is safe to be released once 
his minimiun sentence has been served. 
In September he was found guilty of iigus- 
tice over parole applications by IRA pris- 
oners. The list on and on. 

Yet even in this long list Mr Howards 
clash with the juries over the sentences 
for the killer of little James Bulger was 
bound to be ^leciaL The Hi^ Court ruled 
yesterday that the Home Secretary was 
wrong to set a minimum sentence of 15 
years for the two children convicted of 
murdering James three years ago. 

It isn't hard to see how an injustice 
could be done. Richard Thompson and 
Jon '\fenables were only 10 years old when 
they foiled the two-year-old James. The 
trial judge detained them “at Her 
Majesty's pleasure” and recommended 
that they serve at least eight years. The 
Lord Chief Justice bid the minimum sen- 
tence up to 10 years. Higher, higher, 
hollered the crowd; 300.000 people 
signed a petition and 20,000 Sun reaasrs 
sent the Home Secretary coupons 
demanding longer sentences for the boys. 
Ever rea^ to please his public, Mr 
Howard settled on 15. 


When politiaans get their hands on 
cases that hh the headlines, it is hard for 
justice to be done. However, the judges 
are not - yet - arguing that the Home 
Secretary should mind his own business 
entirely. Last December they upheld his 
right to set minimum sentences ror adults 
who are convicted of murder. 

The injustice for the Bulger boys, 
according to the High Cou^ was not so 
mudi that a poh'tidan had intervened, it 
was the fact that he bad treated them as 
ad^ts rather than chDdieiL Until now 
children and teenagers u4io kill - like con- 
victed adult murderers - have been given 
recommended m inimum sentences. But 
duldren who kU should have their cases 
continually reviewed as their personalities 
develop and mature - something which 
was incon^tent with a 15-year minimum 
sentence. Fifteen years constitutes about 
a quarter of a ^ical adult life. But it is 
an entire childhood. 

Mr Howard responded to the ruling 
^terday by summoning the of Par- 
liament. as well as the passions of the 
public, to his defence. He was, he 
claimed simply using the powers Par- 
liament hadgiyeo him, just as Home Sec- 
retaries had in 400 other cases since 
1983. Perhaps. But the broadest and 
most unreasonable powers may go 
unchallenged until they are abused. The 
Home SeCTCiary seems to enjoy delib- 
erately provokui^ libenj opmion and 
playing games justice for politicaJ 
en^. Such an approach m^t work in 
the short-nm but in the long run it will 
only further tarnish the Tories' damaged 
reputatioiL 


Whose genes are 
we exploiting? 


T wins are becoining big busmess. They 
are being studied economists who 
are hying to work out much influence 

education has upon employment 
prospects. P^cfaologists find them indis- 
pensable in the slui^ of mental disorders 
such as schizophreoia. But where they are 
most useful and most lucrative is in the 
rapidly expanding industry of genetics. 

The genes of identical twins are the 
resource base for the most eSective stud- 
ies desigi^ to isolate nature from nurture. 

S eiic influences from environmental 
oia. Yesterday more than a thousand 
twins gathered for a par^ hosted by doc- 
tors reseaichii^ the genetic causes of a 
range ofehroniediseas^ The researcbeis 
are aiming for 5,000 participants. This 
could be a hugely valuable data bank. 

Identical twiru share 100 per cent of 
their genes. If they live apart it ^ould be 
possible to work out whether a^ illnesses 
they suffer are the result of their lifestyles 
or Dieir genetic inheritance. This in turn 
should help to develop cures. 

The savings to the health service could 
be huge. Already researchers at St 
Thomas’s hospital in London have iden- 
tified genetic factors which might make 
womens bones more brittie in middle age, 
a condition known as osteoporosis. Two 
million people in the UK, 80 per cent of 
them women, suffer from osteoporosis. 
One in three women and one in 12 men 
have a fracture by the age of 70. The 
annual cost of the disease to the health 
service is estimated at £750m. 

The St Tbomas’s team wants to move on 
to study c4)csity. heart disease, high biood 
pressure and 'asthma. So the potential 
h^tii benete of this data bank be vast 

But so too might be the profits of the genet- 


ics companies wtuch exploit the research- 
The rights to one that is ihou^t to 
influence obesi^ were sold last year for 
STOm. The value of the St Thomas^ data 
bank could run to hundreds of mOlioos of 
pounds. The lights to eqiloit tile data bank 
have been sold to a compare called Gem- 
ini lacematioiial, whose headquarters are 
in the British >^rgin Islands. 

lb free-marketeers, the epqiloiiation of 
such a gene data bank might not pose any 
tioublmg questkms. Private-sector com- 
panies are taking a risk investing in the 
research; they i^ould reap the rewards. 
But this research is not quite like other 
pharmaceuticals research. Human bem^ 
are not just being used to test drugs; their 
living matier is bein^ developed to help 
drugs. The ownership of the treatments 
developed by genetic research is hugely 
oontroveisial. 

this is no simple stoiy of private- 
sector eiqiloilation, far from it. The St 
Thomas's team turned to private invest- 
ment because they had to; public-sector 
grants had dried up. Several leading 
geneticists have left Britain in the past 
year because chere is not enough mon^ 
to fund their research: private finance is 
the only way to get their results into the 
international marketplace. 

The issue of who owns the rights to 
genetic discoveries will not go aw^ itwOl 
become more pressing. A review of British 
legislation would be helpfril but only up 
to a point: this is an international issue. 
Biili^by the International Couitof Jus- 
tice, die European Patent Coaveotion or 
indeed the General Agreement on 'QriCfr 
and liade are needed to help clear it up 
before the “gene prospectors” give the 
industiv a bad name.

W e an? going to hear a lot more 
about AiJanta in Uw next few 
weeks; indeed by the Ume the 
Olympics are through we may fed we 
know rather more than we want to 
about the place. If so, that would be 
a piqr. fora vish there earlier this week 
has coDvmced me that other cities 
around the world have a great deal to 
Jeam from Atlanta. 

At the moment, all seems chaos. 

® ihe city centre 
w^h will DC the focal point of the cel- 
ebration^ is a sea of mud and biUl- 
dozers. Shopfiners are working 18 
hours a day to finish the new Aops at 
the airport. But construction being 
what It IS, you would expect a lasi- 
mmute scramble and there is no rea- 
son to doubt that coine Juty the place 
wiD be ready. Atlanta is accustomed 
to growth. 

On simple measure of jc4> cre- 
aUon, it is the moM successful dfy in 
the US. Other cities can probably 
learn something useful from the way 
It has bandied the games; but thqf can 
learn something even more useful if 
they can understand how the city has 
been so successful in creating penna- 
nent empIoymenL 
The job numbers are stunning. The 
city - or rather the metropolitan dis- 
trict, for the city centre has a popula- 
tion of onty 400.000 while the district 
is now 3.7 million - has been creatmg 
between 40,000 and 100,000 net new 
jobs a year since the beginning of the 
1990s; more than half a million jobs 
in the past decade.

Are you ready to downshift? 


Downsizing is the 
speeb’e that haunts 
Britain. But there 
is a new alternative 
to sweeping job 
cuts, argues 
Stephen Bevan 


i!\7 ^ ^ experiencing a revolution 
W in the worlmlace. Delayering, 
lownsizing, redundancies, cutbacks - 
Jl have left companies heading for 
oTporate anorexia. The few employ- 
ees left behind are over-woriKO aM 
lisconieniefo fearful for their jobs, 
fhey feel little iove for employee: sur- 
'h'OTS wonder when will foe reaper 
ake them out. Just when everyone 
leeds to puU together, when loyalty is 
it a premium, emplpyees are dis- 
runtled. angry andloolring to leave. 

I n sh^ laige companies are beari- 
ng for big trouble unless they move 
ast. They are reducing their staffing

The bank’s cost-saring 
measures could in fret be foe pattern 
of foe future, foe blueprint of how big 
companies cut their costs, while at 

the same time presei^g some sense 
of stability, loyalty and weli-being 
ainong thw empfoyees. It may wen be 
that foe brutal daj« of simpie dbwn- 
giring are numbered, and that foe 
smart company of'foe foture 
instead opt tor “downshzfting'', redoc* 
ing foe hours their employees work. 

'Thk trend is abe^ bectxi^ estab- 
lished in the United States. The lin- 
cohi Electric Company, for example, 
recently promired employees with 
men ttum three years’ service that they 
would not be laid off through lack erf 
work. This dispmisatioD has required 
some short-time wodong arid a reaOch 
cation of work. But it B based on foe 
belief that “relief from anxiety over job 
security frees people to do their best 
work”. In California, New United 
Motor manufacturing ^NUMMI), a 
Tbyota-General Motors joint venture, 
has guaranteed job security in retuhi 

for a reduction in the nunaber of job lay- 
ers and for more fiedble working pra^ 

TTis has resulted in irureased 
trust between managemeiit and work- 


force. And “trust”, as Francis Fuku- 
yama, the American oommentalor, 
aigues in his latest bestseller, is foe ge] 
foat holds together oig BPaa U or c which 
nay m a short ^»ce of time see rapid 
changefi in foeiT employees, foeir con- 
sumers and thdr share ownership. 

It is clear that companies such as 
NatWest have clearly recognised that 
Oean^ aside issues of etmes, public 
relalioDS and a new iodastrial rriations 
agenda, all of which are important) it 
imiJces sound bu^ess sense to take 
radical steps to make foe chasgre nec- 
essary in their bosiness to build 
tru^ motivation and confideaoe in 
their remanfoig employees. 

Sudk aview of enta^tened seif-inter- 
est in other oontpanies might be 
welcomed by inaity employes. There 
is a Browing voioe in fovour <rf a store 
forgiving wodmlace that can allow 
pei^^ to give their non-woriaDg lives 
more a priority. Men - particulaity 
fathers - have johed foe chexps of 
complaint against tbe ever-longer 
rrodoqg hows foat seem lobe the price 
of career advanoBinent or of being able 
siii^ to stand still and avoid xedun- 
daD^. OiDe telliqg statistic is that a third 
of fafoexs of young duldren woric more 


than SO hours a week. DowDShifttng 
also offers opportunities to groups to 
whom foe woriqrfaoe bas bem inflexi- 
ble. Women returning to emplojmMiit, 
people with caring responsibilities for 
efaOdren or elderiy relatives; older 
workers and people with disatnlities 
might aU benefit from a move away 
frt^ the traditionai model of full-time 
work, ^lich conventional downrizmg 
has tended to reassert So, if Nat^S^ 
blazed a Iras for other companies to 
foDow, ft mi^t receive tbe thanks of 
more than just its own staff. 

ftit a sceptical eye should be cast 
upon moves to worksharing and foe 
reddstribution principle. It wm be less 
^kome among foose who actually 
need a full-time salary and for those 
who re^rd having a full-time job as 
critical to their ptycbological well- 
being and sdf-esteem. Reductions in 
woiiong lime, without a concomitant 
increase in feeila^ of job security 
mi^t do little for individual confi- 
dence or a consumer-led recovety. 

Tbe biggest questioo mark agatot 
seemg downfoi^g as the nijvai^ tbe 
long-awaited humanising of inevitable 
cost-cutting, spring from tbe fact it is 
di^o ity busmess imperatives rather 


than foe desires of foe workforce. The 
practice may make sense in tbe short 
run to conqnnies such as that 

cannot aflM to traumatise their struc- 
tures with the scale of job cuts which 
foe economics of foeir industry 
demand. But in the longer term, they 
may think that they have little choice 
other than to cut foeir workforce and 
consolidate ibe company around a 
much smaller staff. If this is the long- 
term outcome, and staff recognise it as 
such, then downshifting wfll soon be 
rumbled as a con, a device cynically 
used to manhnilate employees to tbe 
oompaity’s adrantage withemt oCfarii^ 
them aity loi^-term security. Such a 
result wfll do tittle to establish that rare 
and fasl-disappeariDg ghie - trust and 
loyalty - ihatB DOW needed more than 
ever to companies throu^ rocky 

and uncertain times ahead. 

NatWest may be pioneering a bold, 
UDdginaijve way forward. But foe 
bank may still biave a lot to prove to 
employees whom foe Nmeties has 
turned into Qmks.

Bad children 
can get better 

The o)urt raling against Michael 
Howajrd fa the Bulger case is a victory 
for justice, argues Allan Levy 


he High Court ruling ws- 
X terday against Michael 
Howard's decinon to set a 15- 
year minimum term to be 
served by the boys who killed 
Jamie Bulger in 1993 was s vic^ 
tore for those advocating that 
diudren should not be treated 
as adults. 

The judgment firmly recog- 
nises that special considera- 
tions appty to foe children in 
the crisnmal justice system. This 
is so even if they )iave been 
responsible for appalling crim- 
inmacis. 

In particukir foe judges ruled 
that the sentence given to Jon 
Venables and Rob^ Thomp- 
son, detention during Her 
Majesty’s Pleasure, must not be 
equaled with mandaloiy life 
imprisonment gnen to an adult 
convicted of murder. The court 
said foal it could not accept that 
in foe case of an offender aged 
10 or n foe Home Secretary 
was permitted to fix a tariff of 
15yeais at the outset, as if foe 
o^nder were an adult 

Tliis approach is entirely 
consistent with foe Govern- 
ment's intemational obli^tions 
j to conrider the special position 
I of the child under, for instance, 
j foe UN Convention on the 
Rights of the Child and, by 
I analogy with the civil as 
, opposed to criminal sphere, 
the principles set out in foe 
much heralded Children Act of 
1989. Indeed, foe court's deci- 
sion rationalises whal has been 
seen by many commentators as 
an inherent contradiction in 
the Government's frindamcnial 
af^noach to children and young 
pe^e. The duty of foe Home 
Secret^, as laid down by foe 
court is to keep an open mind 
in respect of foe future deten- 
tion of children who have 
received an indeterminaLe sen- 
tence and to keep under review 
foe whole question of the 
length of tbe loss of liberty. 

The court emphasised that 
any review is entitled to encom- 
pass a punishment and deter- 
rence element toother with 
foe risk to foe public and pub- 
lic confidence. The age of tbe 
offender was dearly an impor- 
tant factor, as the Home Sec- 
rciaiy recognised when making 
his flawed decision. However, 
tbe mental and physical 
changes that wOi inevitably 
occur to any child of 10 or 11 
must be central to any dedsioa 
The different considerations 
regarding tbe child as opposed 
to foe adult can also be seen in 
the questioo of foe effect of 
deterrence, which raises differ- 
ent questions in the case of a 
very young offender from those 
in foe case of an adulL 
Tbe point was made that 


there is nothing new in having 
regular reviews of detention for 
children, llie court was shown 
instructions gjveo to prison gov- 
ernors as long ago as W9. 
These called for reports 12 
months after the sentence was 
passed and then at yearly inter- 
vals. This is, of course, incon- 
sisient with on approach of fix- 
ing a long term at the outset of 
the sentence with a fust review 
only three years before the min- 
imum period of detention ends. 

The approach of the court is 
sureW reasonable and under- 
standable and whal Parliament 
clearly intended in its legisla- 
tion going back to IPOS, when 
it abolLshed the death penalty 
for children and emphasised

the importance of rehabilita- 
tive and preventive aspects. 
As the recent Juitiice report on 
children and homicide noted, 
there is extensive research evi- 
dence to demonstrate that 
important developmental 
changes continue through foe 
teenage years. There is more 
self-awareness and self-reflec- 
(ion: additiunalK'. during ado- 
lescence, there is a greater 
tendency to look back with 
regret to look ahead with 
apprehension. Young people 
become increasingly able to 
consider the long-term conse- 
quences of their actions and 
tend to think about such con- 
sequences more in teiins of 
their own sense of responsi- 
bility and a better awareness of 
the effects of their actions on 
other people. All these factors 
point towards continual assess^ 
roent and evaluation. 

It is likely that foe effect of 
foe court's ruling is that foe 
tystem of setting a tariff will 
fall into disuse, but the court 
has left it (o (he Home Secre- 
tary 10 devise new procedures. 
But his involvement may 
become academic if foe appU- 
cation to Strasbourg on behalf 
of Jon Venables and Robert 
Thompson, due to be beard in 
September, is successful. The 
outcome may well bring to an 
end foe Horae Secretary's role 
and leave matters where many 
think they rightly belong; in 
the hands of the independent 
judiciary.

THE DAY THE 
MUSIC DIED...

When Eric Houghton kicired a 
football, it was sensible not to 
stand in its path. Between the 
wans as an Aston Vnia and Eng' 
land left-winger, he established 
a reputation as one of the most 
destructK'eb' powerful marks- 
men the game had seea Off the 
pitch, timugfa, the author of 
those famously violent strikes 
was a mild and courteous fellow, 
and throughout his subsequent 
career as a manager, the high- 
light of which was leading his 
beloved Villa to FA Cup glory 
in 1957, he ruled by a quiet 
strength of character which 
earned him widespread respect 
Houghton had seemed des- 
tined for a life in soccer since 
his teenage days as a prodi- 
giously prolific centre-forward 
who revelled in turning out for 
his school on a Saturday morn- 
ing. then playing for his village 
side in the afternoon. After ex- 
celling in local oon-League cir-

Lord Houghton of Sowerby 


On the death of Hu^ GaitdteQ 
in January 1963, Harold >K^Ison, 
then Cbahman of the Public Ac- 
counts Committee, was elected 
Leader of the Labour Party - 
and in his place came Douglas 
Houghtoru I was fascinated, as 
the newest member of the com- 
raiuce, by the genuine respect 
Houghton elicited from the 
civil service knights and dames 
(Mary Smteton and Evelyn 
Sharpe), accorded to him not 
simply as PAC chairman but on 
account of what the mandarins 
knew of his past. For some of 
them. Houghum had been a ver- 
itable institution of ibeir own 
profession for ov«r 40 years; for 
all the accounting officeis of the 
i 960s, he was tpielqu 'un and far 
more than simply another 
politician. Houghton was (he pi- 
oneer/creator of chrfl service 
trade uoiontem. 

In his 1987 autobiography 
Time and Chance, James 
Calleghan observes that the 
measure of Houston's lead- 
ership was that be gained the 
lifelong loyalty and admiration 
of the oiembeiship. “His con- 
temporaries have dieiidied him 
all his life as an outstanding 
leader, who forged their union 
for them, and achieved condi- 
tions they could not have won 
without him.’' 

^er an outstanding span of 
38 years, from 1922 to 1960, 
Houghton was General Secre- 
tary of the Inland Revenue 
Stair Federation, which started 
life as the Association of Offi- 
cers in Tax Offices (AOTO). 
This small, but remarkable, 
trade union managed to at- 
tract a 95 penrent voluntary 
membersUp without the bene- 
fit of a cIosM shop; and de^ite 
the fact that its 10,000 members 
were scattered in (MO separate 
lowiB and ofGces the len^ and 
breadth of Britain. In the in- 
formed judgement of Lord 
Callaghan of Cardiff, who was 
at the ^ of 21 elected to the 
NEC of the union, ‘This was 
mainfy due to the v^ur and or- 
ganisation abitily of die GeneraJ 
Secretary, Dou^as Houston, 
who was then a young man in 
his early thuties." 

Houston was an inspiration- 
al iimONator, and continued to 
think constructively until his 
mid-nineties, as those of us who 
talked to birn, paddii^ around 
Westminster, can test^. 

One of Houghton's mrotia- 
lions was to fill the gap left by 
the failure of the B^d of In- 
land Revenue to provide new 
recruits with any ^tematic in- 
structioiL He decided that a 
course should be prepared to 
enable newcomers to pass the 
quafifying examination for pro- 
motion, and with the voluntaiy 
aid of other members of the 
union, a course of tuition cov- 
ering the ^Uabus was devised. 
Houghton then subnuned the 
proposed comse to the Inland 
Revenue Department; be re- 
ceived their informal blessing 
though th^ did not officially 
recommend it to new recruits. 


Houghton’s tuition course 
proved a useful bait to draw new 
members into the AOTO; even 
those who could find no other 
reason for belonging to a trade 
union understood this to be a 
positive attraction. For 15 shil- 
lings, the AOTO was ready to 
provide new recruits with a six- 
month carre^xmdence course. 

Houston insisted on a writ- 
ten paper to answer, ^icb ar- 
rived regularly once a fortnight, 
and the provision of a voluntary 
tutor, aUocated to each student, 
drawn either from within tbe 
student's own office or from a 
nearby town. The dynamo be- 
hind this voluntary work was 
Houghton, and his passion for 
deiawd care was such that the 
new recruits could hardly fail to 
pass the examinadoiL 

In the 193Qs, the Cndi Service 
was rigidly stratified. The der- 
icaJ class was drawn from the 
seomdaiy sdxxals; the executive 
class from the sixth forms of the 
grammar schools, and the ad- 
ministrative dass from the uni- 
versities. Once a young person 
was tagged “deraal dass'*, he 
or she could hardly, if ever, es- 
cape and improve themselves by 
internal means. So, in an age 
when for many famili es higher 
education was an impo^ble 
dream, there was a host of 
young people coined to the 
clerks class who were quite as 
able as those in the executive 
class - and, indeed, some uni- 
versity entrants. 

Houston perceived this dt- 
uation, and rather than resort 
to posnuiog and ranting alwut 
the iniquities of the dass systein, 
tried to do something con- 
structive about it He persuad- 
ed the Board of Iidand Revenue 
to hold an internal examination 
that would enable members of 
the dericaJ class to be promot- 
ed to the tax inspectorate. Af- 
ter mudi patient negotiation, 
believing that in life more flies 
were caught with hon^ than 
with vin^ar, Houghton per- 
suaded the Ri^nue to institute 
an examioatioo tom w^ch 10 
clerks a year would be selected 
fo^romotion. 

Inis examination may seem 
proverbial small beer nowa- 
days; it was tbe owning up of 
a chink iii the ri^d 

vriiic^ apart from all else, was 
to be so ineffident for the 
country. Houghton was a pas- 
sionate believer that Britam - 
be was enonnously patriotic - 
should be a land of equal op- 
portuiu^. He also beh'e^ that 
the avenue to success should be 
kept open, and this was trans- 
lated mto staunch and com- 
mitted support for Harold 
and Jemiy Lee, when tbe 
Oxbrid|;e cabinet members 
were Camt-hearted and scepti- 
cal about the Open Uoivensi^. 

Since I stayed in London 
within a stone’s throw of 
Houghton’s Westminster pied- 
d-terre, at Marsham Court be- 
tween 1970 and 1974, it was a 
pleasure for me to Wik back 
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Encyclopae«acknowlec|ge; Douglas Hou^rton (right) at tim BBC canteen in 1943 , M a break ftopirecordii^ can I HefrUbu? 


with him after late-night votes, 
none of wldch, althoi^ he 
was in his mid-seventies, he 
thought he ought to as PLP 

ChairmaiL H3s father and incdi- 
er, John and Martha, he de- 
scribed as orthodox. Victorian 
yeomen, for whom he bad a last- 
ing affection. At school, his 
headmaster was Frederick At- 
tenirorough, father of Richard 
and David Attenborough. What 
changed his life was the First 
World and, a fact to which 
be ^dom referred, eaqierience 
as a lad. bare^ turned 18, of the 
Battle of the Somme. From be- 
ing a raw 16-year-old school 
leaver, and apprentice clerk in 
the local tax office, Houghton 
was cat^Hilted into (he trench- 
es, as a I^ivate in the Civil 
Service Rifles. 

Albeit a man of vehement 
opinions, Houghton had the 
same attitude as Macmillan - 
since so many of all back- 
l^unds had Imd down their 
lives together, feliow oounCiy- 
men were worthy of respect 
Cheap abuse, so much the cur- 
rency of modem politics, 
Houston regarded wth con- 
tempt, and be deprecated the 
behmour of bis own colleagues 
who indulged in it ‘’You know," 
Houghton would say in his 
gravelly voice, “once a lad has 


witnessed his teenage contem- 
poraries massacred in Flan- 
ders, one really does think that 
one has some obligation to try 
and make the wtmd a more 
‘civilised' [one of Houghton's 
favourite words] place.” 
Forty-five years after 
Houghton was demobbed from 
tbe 60th Rifles, it was fitting 
that the Labour government of 
Rftlson-Callaghan should ap- 
peal him to the Royal Com- 
mission on Stanifards of 
Condua in Public Life. For 
Houghton, one of the ihing t 
that really mattered in life was 
Good Behaviour. up in 
Houghton's pantheon of Bad 
Behaviour was being petty, 
^biking back (me lu^t. after a 
panlad^y frustrating meeting 
of the PLP, Houghton told me, 
“ff l&e me you feel you are 
lucky to be auve, Uvfag on bor- 
rows time after the carnage of 
tbe SoRune, you can be for;^- 
en to becoming 
pettiness amon^ (OoUeagues!” 
It was not without thought 
that he chose as his motto on 
his coat of arms when be was 
made a life peer in 1974 “Bear 
no base mind". Nor was it an 
accident that his armorial 
supporters were badgers, and 
that the centre-piece should 
be a barn-owl statant. Tius re- 


flected his abiding interest in 
animal welfare, and his vice- 
presidency of the RSPC.A 
toml978 to 1982. 

From 1941, Houghton bad 
become a household name. In 
the (lays vfaen the BBC Home 
Service was uncballeoged, the 
Can 1 He^ T^? programme - 
zmrtly beause it oert&zly could 
help you - was followed by mil- 
lions. Psrfi^ the most emo- 
tive contributor of all was 
Hciugb^- His knowlec^ of tax 
in particular, and tbe govern- 
ment machine in general, was 
eotydopaedic. It was also ex- 
pressed avuricular ooiniiKRi 

sense, with something of a rasp. 
Fbr Hou^on a ^de was a 
spade. The advice was sound. 
And it was not hectoring. 

His period as an alderman on 
the LCC, tom 1947 to 1949, 
forged ^linh with Herbert Mor- 
rison. Albeit Houston was 
over 50, saw bis Ufe in the 
Trade Union Movement, and 
did not entertain parlfamentaty 
ambitions, it was Morrison who 
pcasuaded him that it was his 
duty to £0 forward in the Sone^ 
by ity-electioD. This bad been 
the seat of John Belcher, Par- 
liamentaiy Secretary to the 
Board of Ihide in the Attlee

Surge in US growth 
puts Fed on rate alert

Untfoterred by a ferocious win- 
ter, government shutdowns and 
the worst strike at General 
Motors in a quarter of a centuy, 
the US economy expanded ^ 
more strongly than expecti^ in 
the first quarter.
